Bibles Now for a New World 


y the time this issue of the Buble Society Record 
B reaches its readers, hundreds of thousands of 
people will be receiving their first letter from the 
American Bible Society. It is a most 
interesting letter, bearing the legend 
at the top of this page. 

It is the eleventh annual Seal Ap- 
peal letter, directed principally to 
people who have never shared in the 
great enterprise of getting the Bible 
effectively into the hands of people 
who do not have it—millions of them 
being people who are already crying 
out for copies. 

The mailings began to go out in 
the latter part of January and will 
continue for a period of about two 
months. At the bottom of this page 
are imprints of the various designs used in this year’s 
Seals, which are all done in yellow and black. 

It is hoped that many of those receiving the Seals 
will not be content to send a minimum gift, but will 
enroll as annual members of the Society in amounts 
of $5 or more. 

The letter this year is signed by one of the Society’s 
Vice Presidents and our nation’s foremost elder 
statesman of the Protestant Churches, Dr. John R. 
Mott. In part Dr. Mott’s letter reads: 


The Bible not only continues to play its significant part 
in winning souls for Christ, but now in addition it has a 
political value as a bulwark against an opposing way of life 
which is based on godlessness and which threatens to en- 
gulf the entire earth. 


Dr. Mott 


To refrain now from aiding in the circulation of the 
Christian gospel is in effect to make easier the task of that 


false philosophy which is being promoted with all the zeal © 


of a religion. 

The American Bible Society stands 
ready to act in your behalf in printing and 
distributing the millions of volumes for 
which it has requests. It has been devoted 
to this purpose for more than a century” 
and a quarter and merits your support. 


Because of increased labor costs the . 
Society is not comparing its prospect 
lists against its list of contributors. 
Should anyone therefore receive dupli- - 
cate copies of the appeal, let him be 
advised that it is actually more eco- 
nomical to send anoccasionalduplicate 
than to incur the excessive cost of list 
comparison. 

Again this year through its Seal campaign the 
Society is hoping greatly to increase its membership. 
At the bottom of page 43 will be found a coupon which 
may be clipped and returned with your Seal gift. 

It will be remembered that to meet the urgent and 
mounting needs of the postwar world the Society has 
adopted for 1949 the largest budget in its history— 
$2,509,900—which is 33 percent above that for last 
year. In addition to this the Society is continuing its 
Wartime Emergency program, which calls for an 
additional $1,526,025. 

From the many items included in both the regular 
budget and the Emergency program the following

But Christians are not so 
ready to provide the Word of God’s way ‘for a 
lost world as are gas stations to provide road 
maps.

The Raider Has Returned 


A sequel to the story entitled ‘A Raider Returns” 


which appeared in the September 1948 Bible Society Record

HEN the S.S. General Meigs pulled away from the 
Wacck at San Francisco on December 14, 1948, 
she had on her passenger list Jacob DeShazer, his 
wife and baby boy. It was the second time that Jacob 
DeShazer had crossed the Pacific. The other was by 
air with Jimmy Doolittle’s raid on April 18, 1942. 
On his first trip he went with bombs. On his second 
he went with the Bible. 

So much interest was shown by Record readers in 
the very sketchy story, taken chiefly from newspaper 
reports and told in the September issue, that the 
Editors wrote to Mr. DeShazer for more details of 
his remarkable experience, especially in view of the 
fact that the American Bible Society has sent approx- 
imately 2,500,000 copies of the Japanese Scriptures 
to Japan since VJ-Day and is now providing mate- 
rials for continuing Scripture publishing in Tokyo and 
elsewhere to meet Japan’s unabated demand for 
God’s Word—a demand that is unprecedented in all 
the history of Christian missions. 

Wrote Mr. DeShazer: 


I was raised on a farm in the central part of Oregon. My 
folks were good Christian people, but I turned to the ways 
of the world. I was twenty-nine years old when the Japa- 
nese bombed Pearl Harbor, and had been in the Army Air 
Corps for over two years, with training as a bombardier. 

One day I was called into the office and asked if I would 
go on a dangerous mission. I volunteered to go and was 
promptly taken on board the aircraft carrier Hornet. When 
we left the San Francisco harbor, there were sixteen Army 
airplanes on the deck of the carrier. We flew to Nagoya, 
which is 300 miles south of Tokyo, and dropped our four 
incendiary bombs. It was very exciting and I felt that I 
was having the time of my life. We flew on to China and 
ran out of gasoline about 10:30 at night. I was the second 
person to leave our airplane. It was very dark and fogg 
and I could not see the ground. I began to think that I 
would never get to the ground. The parachute seemed to 
hold me still in the air. When I landed I saw that all around 
me was water. It turned out that I had landed on a little 
knoll in a rice-field area. 

The next morning I was picked up by the Japanese 
soldiers, together with my four companions. Three other 
fellows were picked up from another plane and we were 
all eight taken to Tokyo. Then began forty months as a 
prisoner, thirty-four of which I spent in-solitary confine- 
ment. We were tortured some and nearly starved. We 
were taken back to China after about sixty days, where 
three of my companions were executed. We were sentenced 
to life imprisonment and were denied by solitary confine- 
ment the comfort of association with one another. This 
treatment proved to be very hard on all of us and we be- 
came sick and discouraged. Our food was rice and soup. 
One of our crew, Bob Meder, died of slow starvation. 
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The DeShazers set sail for Japan ) 


My heart was very bitter toward the Japanese people 
by this time and I knew that they hated me and the Amer-_ 
ican people. My spirit of hatred nearly drove me insane. © 
Then I remembered that Christians were supposed to love _ 
one another. I wished that I could have a Bible to read. 
I began to ask the guards for the’ Bible and finally toward — 
the end of May 1944, after I had been a prisoner for more 
than two years, they brought us a brand new Bible. I read 
it from the beginning to the end and was greatly pleased 
to find proof that the Bible is the Word of God. The 
Prophets foretold the coming of Christ, just as I found it 
stated in Acts 10:43: ‘*To him give all the prophets wit-— 
ness, that through his name whosoever believeth in him> 
shall receive remission of sins.’ God was: pointing out— 
Scripture to me which I had never before understood. 

On June 8th, 1944 I was shown the way to be saved. 
The words of Romans 10:9 stood out boldly before my 
eyes: “If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved.’ As I read this verse 
I became convinced that this is the way of salvation. At 
this same time God gave me grace to confess my sins to 
Him, and He forgave me all my sins. It was wonderful to 
realize the mercy of God. How true I found I John 1:9 to 
be. It says: ‘If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” From that time to now my life has been changed. 
I am now a new creature in Christ. Instead of hatred 
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toward the Japanese I felt love. They did not know any 
better. I remembered how Jesus, as he suffered on the 
/¢cross, prayed for his tormentors: ‘Father, forgive them, 
‘for they know not what they do.” I found I had grace 
s enough to take the same attitude toward my cruel guards. 

_ In my study of the Bible I found that God had taught 
sus to love one another from the time of men’s earliest 
jhistory. I realized how important it is that we love one 
another and that it is only natural to be cruel and hateful 
‘if we do not have Christ dwelling in our hearts. I prayed 
that I might demonstrate that perfect love which Paul 
talks about in the 13th chapter of First Corinthians: 
“{Love] suffereth long, and is kind; [love] envieth not; 
{love] vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, doth not behave 
itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not easily provoked, 
thinketh no evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the truth; beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth 


‘I discovered, is the best and most precious gift which we 
can receive from God. I determined to seek this gift. 


N the beginning of the month I sent a letter to the 
I editors of several Russian newspapers and maga- 
zines to the effect that displaced persons in need of 
the Bible might write me, and a copy of the Word of 
God will be sent on request. My letter was published, 
first of all, by the leading Paris newspaper La Pensée 
Russe and brought in a volume of correspondence, of 
which I am enclosing herewith several extracts: 


“* _. I read in the newspaper that it is possible 
through you to get a Bible, which I have desired to 
possess already for a long time. I am an invalid a 
hundred percent. Having been wounded during 
World War I in an arm, I participated also in the 
civil war and lost my right leg. In addition to these 
troubles I lost everything —family, possessions, home. 
For the last five years I have been living in Italy. 
Suffering from tuberculosis, I was placed into a sana- 
torium. For this I shall be grateful all the remaining 
days of my life to the Italian people and their govern- 
ment. After all these experiences I have learned that 
the Holy Scriptures and prayer are the only remedies 
which give true consolation. Thank you very much 
in anticipation for your kindness. May God keep 


“Having read in the Russian newspaper your kind 
offer of Bibles, we as representatives of a group of 
old Russian emigrés approach you with our heartfelt 
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all things, endureth all things. [Love] never faileth.”” Love, 


A year passed by, and during that year the memories of 
the weeks I had been permitted to spend with my Bible 
grew sweeter and sweeter day by day. Then one day, as I 
was sitting in my solitary confinement cell in Peiping, I be- 
came very sick. My heart was paining me, even as Meder 
had told me his was paining him just before he died of 
starvation. I slid down onto my knees and began to pray. 
The guards rushed in and began to punish me, but I kept 
right on praying. Finally they let me alone. God in that 
hour revealed to me how to endure suffering. 

At last freedom came. On August 20th, 1945, American 
parachutists dropped onto the prison grounds and re- 
leased us from our cells. We were flown back to the United 
States and placed in hospitals, where we slowly regained 
our physical strength. 

Just two months after being released from prison I had 
begun my training in Seattle Pacific College. God has 
given me a lovely wife and a baby boy, and we are looking 
forward to a life given to proclaiming the Gospel of Christ 
to the Japanese people. 


Russian Newspaper becomes Channel of Grace 


A revealing report from a worker who accompanied Secretary Béguin on a recent tour of 
Displaced Persons’ camps in Belgium

our profound gratitude. For the greatest part we are old 
men and women, living in Austria, in a quiet corner 
far away from our cultural centers. Therefore your gift 
of these Bibles will mean to us a great consolation.

“Dear sir, having read in the Paris Russian news- 
paper your letter with an offer of Bibles, I should be. 
very glad to have one. I am a displaced person occu- 
pied in England for the drying up of swamps.” 


“T read in the newspaper La Pensée Russe your open 
letter in which you offer Bibles to displaced persons. 
Unfortunately I belong to this category and am living 
in a lonely corner of Austria. Being a professor of 
theology, to my great regret and shame I have not 
been able to find anywhere a Bible; I have written to 
many addresses, but so far my requests have re- 
mained only a ‘voice of one crying in the wilderness.’ 
Now I do hope that God will enable you to send me 
a Bible. Please excuse me for troubling you.” 


“Glory be to our Lord Jesus Christ! Dear brother, 
I am profoundly thankful to you for your remem- 
brance of me. Please accept for that my heartfelt

eratitude. There are but few people who during these 
difficult days have taken sincerely to their hearts the 
sorrow and sufferings of others. Only those who have 
consecrated themselves to the service of God and His 
Christ are capable of doing this. On several occasions 
I have had this experience. 

“In 1944-45 I happened to be in the concentration 
camp of Buchenwald in Germany, together with tens 
of thousands others belonging to various nationalities 
and religions. Tortures, hunger, need, cold, excessive 
work—all these and many other experiences had 
brought them to such a state that they were like wild 
beasts in their attitude one to another. In the winter 
of 1944 my eye was wounded and I found myself in 
the hospital of the camp. The atmosphere there was 
such an awful one that I lost all hope to remain 
alive. Then I became acquainted with a Russian who 
read the Scriptures and was an evangelical believer. 
His attitude toward me was altogether different; he 
helped me, cured me and shared with me his meagre 
ration of bread. He saved my life. Through him I 
became acquainted with several other Evangelicals, 
all of whom had such a kind, brotherly heart. ‘Then 
we were scattered and each had to go his own way. 
During these three postwar years I saw different 
people and learned many things. But my soul was in 
a sad state. I decided to become another man, and 
began to cultivate in myself morality and firmness of 
character. I did not drink nor smoke and abstained 
from worldly pleasures. Yet my temptations were 
great, and a new thought began to torment my soul: 
what is the purpose for which I should live? The 
cynic suggestions of my immoral comrades were so 
disgusting that my heart rejected them with indigna- 
tion. I began to follow the teaching of Leo Tolstoi but 
could not find peace and satisfaction. I was in a des- 
perate position, and it seemed that the heavy board 
,of a coffin was hanging upon my head. But then an 
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inner voice spoke to me as follows: “Do you remember 
that man in the camp of Buchenwald? Who was he? 
Do you understand how pleased and satisfied he was 
when he helped you, how easily he supported the 
awful conditions of the camp? You should know that 
this was his purpose, his way of life. The grace and 
love of God were in him. Follow into his footsteps and 
be not afraid. Thus you will find the true happiness. 
Take his banner into your hand; take the Gospel and 
read it!’ 
“And I took it and began to read. Soon I saw 
everything in a new light. My despair was gone. The 
winds of God swept away the board of the coffin. | 
How glad and comforted I was, when I read for the 
first time the fifth chapter of the.Gospel according to 
St. Matthew: ‘Blessed are the poor in spirit...’ I 
read, and happiness filled my soul. Then I became 
acquainted with another believer and attended the - 
Gospel service at Liége. Yet in the will of God an- 
other trial fell upon me—ill health; and now I am in 
a hospital. Yet I am happy nevertheless, because it is 
well with my soul. I am talking with my Lord in 
prayer, remembering before the Throne of Grace all 
our brothers and sisters far and near. Thus I forget 
my own suffering. Evangelical believers saved- my 
life. The Lord through His Gospel saved my soul. Yet 
I am still weak, and standing in the need of spiritual 
help. The reading of the Scriptures and prayer help 
me to grow in grace. May the Lord strengthen me by — 
His power! Please pray for me as I am praying for 


you.”

| oe Faith Is Your Fortune’ is what he had 
written on the slip of pad paper I had on the 
able at the booth. He was a Swedish American whose 
marriage had gone on the rocks and whose heart was 
neavy, and mind filled with uncertainties and an- 
suish. He had visited the booth three times. Each 
ime I had tried to comfort him by quoting passages 
of Scripture. He took a copy of the little volume con- 
saining the Sermon on the Mount which I was dis- 
ributing, and read it. On his last visit his spirit was 
nore serene.

never saw him again. 

This was only one of more than two hundred and 
ifty contacts I had during the five days I managed 
ihe American Bible Society’s booth at the Hotel 
en’s Convention held in the Grand Central Palace 
New York City last fall. The Society was invited 
9 occupy space without charge. As in all the other 
»ooths, there was nothing for sale. Souvenir samples, 
Owever, were being given away at the exhibits, 
ny of them connected with liquor drinking—trays, 
0ttle-openers, goblets and the like. 

As its souvenir item the Society had supplied me 
vith copies of the recently published separate volume 
£ the Sermon on the Mount—an attractive little 
ooklet printed in large type and small enough to be 
asily carried in the pocket or handbag. It served as 
n almost instantaneous point of helpful contact. ‘Two 
omen, whom I had noticed hovering around the 
oth before, came up and said, ““We want to know 
iow we can have a smiling face like yours.” I told 
hem it would cost them nothing. They would find 
he formula in the Book of Books. They confessed 
that they had not read the Bible nor entered a church 
w years. I wrote down several passages of Scripture 
w them to learn by heart and they promised to get 
ibles and read them regularly. 

A man who described himself as a newspaper 
pace-writer came to the booth with the air of one 
vho knew just what he wanted and confidently ex- 
vected to get it. He said, ‘“‘Will you tell me, please, 
where in the Bible I can find the phrase “The Lord is 
ay shepherd; I shall not want’? He said he had 
sked people in three bookstores and they could not 
ell him.

method to get me to read the Bible.” I told him 
where the Shepherd Psalm could be found and de- 
scribed a Bible concordance to him which would help 
him find other passages.

A Jewish hotel-supply man, one of the big exhib- 
itors at the Convention, who covers the country in, 
his work, bore eloquent testimony to the great service 
the Society is rendering, as he has observed it every- 
where. He not only took and read a copy of the 
Sermon on the Mount but asked for additional 
copies for distribution to his employees. He also 
asked for a complete Bible for himself, which I later 
sent him. 

When we speak of home missions we saatiy think 
of an Indian Reservation, a foreign-speaking section 
of some big city, illiterate mountain whites, neglected 
Negro groups or people isolated on the houseboats of 
the Mississippi Delta. But here in the heart of New 
York City I confronted as needy a mission field as one 
could find anywhere on earth. 

Most of the hundreds of people I talked with had 
known some little about the Bible in bygone days, 
but were now either entirely ignorant of its contents 
or confused and discouraged in their efforts to use it. 
I found that the Society’s daily reading schedule 
brought them hope of more effective Bible use, and 
in many other ways I was privileged to help them to 
a decision to renew or initiate a personal program of 
regular Bible reading. 


officer consented to bring them, and these people, te 
of them, were escorted by a guard to the service. 
Every Sunday we asked for these men. They were 
brought to the Sunday school and were assigne 
to the class using the dialect that they speak. Som

I had asked for it 
rom the American Bible Society, which always will- 
ngly furnished me the Bibles I requested for the 
vrisoners in Muntinlupa. Upon receiving the Bible 

he man promised that he would study it, inasmuch 
»$ he is to die anyway. For three consecutive Sundays 


this man came to the Sunday-school class with his 
Bible. When he appeared in the class the fourth Sun- 
day, he was dressed in the clean suit of a regular 
prisoner. ‘he word “Death” no longer appeared on 
the back of his shirt. I asked him how it came about 
that he no longer wore a death shirt, and he replied 
that it was due to the fact that he said, ‘“‘I have found 
Jesus.’ He said that when he got the Bible he read it 
whenever it was possible for him, and upon knowing 
the truth of the Bible he accepted the Lord as his 
personal Savior. He said that he was always on his 
knees praying, and he was thankful that he found 
Christ—not outside the New Bilibid Prison, but in- 
side it. His sentence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment and he was satisfied. He said that he was happy 
because he found Christ. He promised that he would 
do more for Jesus. 


Serving in the Byways and the Hedges 


Glimpses of the work of an honored organization with which the Bible Society cooperates 
to bring Christ to off-the-highway communities through Bible distribution and use

T the close of 1948, as in several years past, the 
~& American Bible Society has made an annual 
rant of 6,000 English Bibles and 4,000 English New 
‘estaments to the American Sunday School Union 
w its missionary work. This laudable institution 

ches out into unchurched and neglected areas 
our country and ministers to some 80,000 fami- 
ies each year, conducting more than 3,000 Sun- 
ay schools and 1,000 daily vacation Bible schools. 
ts annual harvest is a rich one. Almost 10,000 

rsons confess Christ each year as a result of its 
ork. 


Mr. Harmon teaches the Bible to Pheasant Hunters 
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The Union also conducts eighty-five young peo- 
ple’s conferences and holds most effective summer 
camps, in all parts of the United States, virtually all 
of them in rural areas. Last year there were nearly 
6,000 in attendance at these summer gatherings. The 
primary aim of these conferences is to provide ade- 
quate Christian leadership among rural young peo- 
ple, with the emphasis upon evangelism. 

Out of all of this earnest evangelistic endeavor have 
developed in the last twenty-five years well over a 
thousand churches of various denominations. In 
every case they began as Sunday schools. When one 
recalls that the American Sunday School Union was 
founded in 1817 and has maintained its single pur- 
pose for all these decades, there is no calculating the 
measure of its magnificent Kingdom-building. 

One of the Union’s most colorful missionaries is 
Mr. E. C. Harmon, who is now in his thirteenth year 
of service. Among his assignments is the Byron Bible 
Camp, located about twelve miles northeast of Hu- 
ron, South Dakota. A full schedule of various groups 
of young people follow one upon the other all sum- 
mer. As a result of Mr. Harmon’s desire to extend 
the use of the facilities of Byron Bible Camp and to 
take advantage of the challenging opportunity pre- 
sented by the influx of hundreds of hunters who come 
from outside the state in the pheasant season, the 
camp is put at the disposal of these men in late Octo- 
ber each year. In his letter to prospective hunters he 
says, ‘““We plan to have two Bible classes each morn- 
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ing, hunting in the afternoon and an evening service. 


The accompanying picture is evidence enough that 
the hunters bring their Bibles as well as their guns 
and are as faithful to their Bible study as to their 
physical recreation.

From a Greek Political Prisoner 
to a Friend 


“T received your letter and the Testament and 
other Scriptures you so kindly sent. I cannot find 
words to express my gratitude for the good you have 
done us. I was born in a village in Crete. My only 
knowledge of spiritual matters was what I heard in 
primary school and from the lessons read in church. 
I had never read the Bible. Now I realize that a man 
who has not studied the Bible carefully cannot be a 
Christian. I have led a life of pride and arrogance, 
and mixed in politics, so-called. I was sentenced to 
death as a collaborationist and have now been in pris- 
on for eighteen months. A quarter of my property 
has been confiscated and my family is in very difficult 
circumstances. Now that I have read the Bible, I 
realize that I suffer justly and that it is God’s wisdom 
to bring me so low. Had it been my good fortune to 
have found the Bible years ago, I would not be in pris- 
on today. As there are twelve more Cretans here, 
sentenced to death as collaborationists, and four of 
them are in another cell, please send me one more 
Bible and such other books as you can spare.

‘‘Let’s Show a Movie...” 


vERY few days before Christmas I sat in a com- 
mittee meeting which was discussing a Christ- 
mas program for the church school. Several rather 
good suggestions were made, but had to be aban- 
doned for lack of time. Finally one of the members 
said, ‘‘Let’s show a movie.” To my way of thinking 
there were two things wrong with this suggestion 
coming as and when it did. 
First, while it is sometimes an easy thing to do, it 
is not always successful to use a motion picture as a 
last-minute substitute for another program. 
Second, the very wording of the suggestion showed 
a lack of comprehension of the medium. The appeal 
of the movie or other projected visual aid is so power- 
ful that many have found it convenient to use it as a 
crutch. We can “‘show”’ a movie, get the crowd out, 
fill a fifteen-minute or half-hour spot in a program 
and consider the job done. The more successful pro- 
gram, however, grows out of a planned “‘use” of a 
picture. In the first case you flip on a switch and 
“show” the picture. The physical placing of the im- 
age upon a screen in front of your people accom- 
plishes the purpose you set out to achieve. In the sec- 
ond instance you choose a picture. At the proper 
time you use the picture to advance your program. 
“Any church can do this. . .” Any church can buy, 
rent or borrow a motion-picture projector or a pro- 
jector for slides and film strips. Any church can in- 
corporate into a planned program twelve pictures or 
sets of slides for a series of monthly “‘visual’? programs 
over the period of a year. Any church can decide up- 
on a major theme for such a series and by reasonable 
diligence can find suitable material. Some ‘suggested 
themes: ““The Great Stories of the Bible,’ “Human 
Relations,” “Bible Study,” ‘‘Christianity the World 
G)ver.~ 
The American Bible Society does not have suitable 
visual materials to fit all the above categories. De- 
nominational publishing houses, however, offer a vari- 
ety of motion pictures and slide films related to the 
above questions, together with study guides, reference 
books, illustrative material and information leaflets. 
Any church can borrow (or buy) from the closest 
American Bible Society Office a set of ‘Facsimile 
Pages” and use them to good advantage in connec- 
tion with the development of the early English Bible. 
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Any church can borrow and use “The Bible u 
Guatemala.” This is a set of 62 Kodachrome trans

From the Bible House Library 


There is no collection of printed Scrip- 
tures in the country comparable to that 
in the Bible House Library. As of Decem- 
ber 31, 1948, there were 17,103 volumes, 
of which 399 were added during the year. 
Of these, 13 were printed in the 16th cen- 
tury, 10 in the 17th century, 12 in the 
18th, 51 in the 19th, 311 in the 20th and 
2 without date. The collection now con- 
tains volumes published in 924 languages, 
20 of which were added in 1948. Of these 
20, five were publications of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society: Tzeltal (Mexico), Za- 
naki (Africa), Barrow Eskimo (Alaska), 
Kabba-Laka (Africa) and Zoque (Mex-
